Mat it please your Grace, 

On the 7th of August, 1873, 1 had the honour of submitting a Return of the acreage 
under Flax in 1872 and 1873; on the 11th- of the same month a Return giving the 
number and value of live stock in Ireland from 1861 to 1873 inclusive, and on the 24th 
of September, General Abstracts, showing, by Counties and Provinces, the extent under 
the various crops, and the number of live stock in 1872 and 1873, together with an 
Appendix containing extracts from the works of the late Sir John Sinclair, Professor 
Buckman, and other eminent writei’s, as to the great importance of extirpating weeds. 
I now beg to bring under your Grace’s consideration Tables which give the estimated 
average produce of the principal crops, and the total emigration from this country in 1873. 

The Tables relating to the average produce of the crops per acre, have been carefully 
compiled, as in former years, from information obtained by members of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary and Metropolitan Police, from practical farmers, and others conversant with 
the yield in the electoral division for which the Return was made. The names and 
residences of the various parties affording the information are stated on. the forms by 
the Enumerators. 

Copies of these Returns were foi’warded by me to the Chairman and Board of Guardians 

of each Union, for revision, and I have the satisfaction 'to state, that out of 3,438 ^the 

entire number of electoral divisions in Ireland — Returns revised or approved by the 
Guardians^^ have been received for 2,487 electoral divisions. 

The area under crops as published in the “ General Abstracts” has been carefully 
revised, and the figures used in making the present calculations ; so that the average 
yield, as given in the following Tables, is as approximately accurate as can be expected 
in returns of this description. 

The acreage under crops in 1873, as compared with 1872, shows a decrease in cereal 
crops — in wheat of 57,740 acres, oats 113,739 acres, here and rye 751 acres. Barley 
increased by 11,102 acres. Potatoes decreased by 88,609 acres — {and yet afforded an 
increase in yield of 877,233 tons), — and cabbage by 11,337 acres. Turnips show an 
increase of 1,137 acres, mangel wurzel 3,455 acres, flax 7,305 acres, and hay of 37,975 acres. 

The crops which show an increased estimated average produce per acre in 1873, com- 
pared with 1872, are — wheat 0'3 cwt., oats 1'4 cwt., barley 1:6 cwt, here 0‘2 cwt, 
rye 0‘7 cwt., potatoes V2 tons, turnips 1‘3 tons, mangel wurzel 1-1 tons, and flax 
2’2 stones. Hay shows a decrease of OH ton. 

In the estimated total produce of cereal crops there is an increase of 263,845 quarters; in 
oats the increase is 258,309 quarters, in barley 146,794 quarters, and in rye 525 quarters. 
There is a decrease in wheat of 140,268 quarters, and in here 1,515 quarters. In green 
‘'’ crops — potatoes increased by 877,233 tons, turnips by 466,662 tons, mangel wurzel by 
84,908 tons, and flax by 2,754 tons. Cabbage decreased by 110,011 tons, and hay by 
189,833 tons. > .X ^ 

The acreage under the principal crops in 1872 and 1873, and the increase or decrease 
111 the latter year, are given in Table I. ; the estimated average produce per acre and the 
total yield in Tables II. and III. ; a comparison of the average produce of the crops 
per acre in each county and province in 1872 and 1873, in Table IV. ; and in Table V.

There can be no doubt that if due care was bestowed on the cultivation of the lands of 
Ireland, the outlay would be amply repaid by a largely increased yield ; but, unfortunately 
crops of weeds, which are to be seen in almost every part of the country, not only rob 
the farmer himself, but often inflict a vast amount of injury on his neighbour. It has 
been estimated that the money loss to Ireland from the above cause exceeds a million and 
a half.

The barometer, stood highest in 1873 on the 21st of February, at 9.30 wind calm 

— when it was; 3.0‘744 inches.; it was lowest at 3.30 p.m. On the 20th of Januaryj^-^wdnd 
calm — when ikwais 28 '470 inches. The highest tempei*ature'of the air during the year was 
81-6 degrees of Fahrenheit, on July 20th, and the lowest 23-0 degrees, on February 2nd, 
November 2nd, and December 11th. T*he greatest quantity of rain which fell in a day 
(24 hours) was 1’350 inches, on the 13th of September — the wind being W. ' The point 
from which the wind chiefly prevailed was the W. ; it blew from that direction 89 days, 
with an average, pressure of 2-47 lbs. per square foot'. The strongest wind was from the 
S.W., on the 21st of December, when the pressure was 25 lbs. per square foot.

The Returns 
should be sent to this Office — in one file — when 
completed. 

I beg you will be so good as to select for this ser- 
vice Enumerators known to you for their intelligence 
and acguaintanee with the partiet reiideni in the 
Electoral Divisions for which the Returns are requhed. 
Instructions as to the method of filling the Forms 
are printed on them. Pray direct the Enumerators to 
pay particular attention to tdiese instriK^M/ns. 

From the friendly co-operation and assistance 
afforded to the Enumerators by all ranks and classes 
when collecting the Agricultural Returns for this 
year, I confidently trust that by making inquiries 
from the resident Gentry, Clergy, and intelligent 
Fanners in the District, a valuable approximation will 
be arrived at as to the average Rates of Produce per Acre 
of the various kinds of Grain, Potatoes, and other 
Crops grown in the several Electoral Divisions ; — that 
being the object of this Retura, — to which accuracy, 
as far as possiUe, can alone give any real value. 

Your attention is partieulm-ly requested to this sub- 
ject, in consequence of the increasing importance of 
Agricultural Statistics, and I trust you will be enabled 
to forward the Returns for your Disti-ict to this Office 
on or before the 21st of November, in order that a 
General Abstract of the results may be compiled and 
submitted for the consideration of His Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant 

It is my intention, as in former years, to solicit the 
assistance of the Boards of Guardians on this diffi- 
cult question, in order that I may have the advantage 
of their opinions as to the average Rates of Produce 
in the several Electoral Divisions. This information 
will form a valuable auxiliary to that obtained through 
the Constabulary.

INSTBUCTtONS. 

1. In filling in the Rate of Produce, the yield will 
be stated per Irish and also per English or Statute Acre, 
for each Crop, and ike Enumerator will be careful 
to enter the Rate in the Weights (Act 25 and 26 Vic., 
cap. 76,) mentioned opposite to the respective Crops 
named on the other side of this Form. It is particu- 
larly to be borne in mind that the average yield per 
Acre is for the entire Electoral Division — not for any 
individual Farm or portion of the Electoral Division. 

2. One Form will be filled by the Enumerator for 
each Electoral Division which is altogether within the 
Constabulary District; for such Electoral Divisions 
as are in two or more Constabulary Districts, the 
Sub-Inspectors will arrange on which District the 
duty will devolve of obtaining the information, as it 
is very desirable that only one Form C be foi’warded 
for each Electoral Division. 

3. The information as to the probable yield of the 
Electoi’al Division for which the Return is made, 
should be obtained from intelligent Landholders of 
the District, whose Names and Addresses will be 
stated in the column left for that purpose. 

4. The greatest care should be taken in filUng these 
Forms, and the information should be obtained and 
the Return sent to the Sub-Inspector of the District, on 
the 10th of November — sooner if practicable. 

5. In those parts of the counhy in which the Cun- 
ningham Measure is used, the word “ Irish" may be 
erased with the pen, and the word “ Cunningham" sub- 
stituted at the head of the column. The Enume- 
rator is requested to reduce Irish, or Cunningham 
measure, by the Form supplied for that puipose, 
viz.. Form H, which gives to the nearest quarter the 
equivalent English or Statute Measure ; and no fraction 
less than one-quarter should he used in either the English 
or Irisheo lumn.

I beg to enclose copies of Eeturns showing the 
estimated average produce, by the English and also by the 
Irish Acre, of the various crops grown in 1873 within 
each Electoral Division of your Union, in order to 
obtain from the Guardians their opinion as to whether 
the AVERAGE PRODUCE per Acre, — obtained by the 

Enumerators from resident Landholders, fairly 

represents the yield of the respective crops. 

In case the Guardian signing the Eeturn considers 
any rate entered upon it to be above or below what 
it should be, columns are provided in which to 
insert the corrected rate. 

As these Forms may be filled witliout imposingmuch 
trouble, I shall feel obliged if the Guai-dians will be so 
good as to favour me with their opinion respecting the 
produce of the various crops grown this year in their 
Union, and thus aid in increasing the value of these 
Eeturns, which ai’e of so much general importance to 
the community. 

May I request you will he so good as to give direc- 
tions to the Cleric of your Board to return these Forms to 
me as soon as possible, as tliey are required to assist in 
compiling for publication the Table of estimated ave- 
rage produce of the Crops in 1873. 

In case it is found inconvenient to obtain the sig- 
nature of an Ex-Officio or Elected Guardian pai-ticu- 
larly connected with any Electoral Division, tlie sig- 
nature of any other Guardian acquainted with tlie 
District will be sufficient; — or, if these average rates of 
produce are discussed and decided upon at a Meeting 
of the Board, the signature of the Chairman, or of 
the Clerk, if authorized, wiE answer the purpose. 

I take this opportunity of expressing my obliga- 
tions to the many Guardians who have been so kind 
as to assist me in the revision of the Returns of the 
average produce in former years, and I trust tliat, on 
public grounds, I may be excused for soliciting the 
opinion of your Board on this subject.
